WASHINCITON Crrv, July 01—Among the 


advocates of tbo oleomargarine bill in tho 
senate Tuesday were Havrloy and Evai-ts, 
who favored It because, thoy soid, one o£ 
tho most important industries of tho coun- 
try—tho dairv intercut—was being ruined 
by fraud; that tbo purchaser did not know 
what bo was buying, and that under tbo 
guiso of country butter millions of pounds 
of a vile raixturo was Bold to tho consumer. 
Evarts said ho would say to tho manufac- 
turers and sellers o( oloomarg&rino that it it 
were mado honestly and wholesomely, it 
must bo sold at tho tamo ordinary profits 
as other production^ honestly made and 
honestly sold, obtained. The difforonco bo- 
twoen the 10 cents a pound charged by tho 
manufacturer, and tho 50 cents charged by 
tho retailer, loft plenty of room for tho pro- 
posed tax of 5 cents. 


Injalls said the fundamental question to 


bo considered was not whether tho general 
government possessed tho polico power to 
interfere through taxation or otherwise, 
but whether oloomargarino was a product 
detrimental and injurious to tha public 
health and general wolfaro. Ho went on 
to say tbat ho had read tho testimony taken 
on this subject before the committee on ag- 
riculture, and that, it any coufldonco wero 
to bo placed in human testimony, oleomar- 
cariue was a healthful, nutritious and cheap 
food product. In tho whole volume there 
was not a particle ot ovidonco, express or 
implied, that by tho consumption of oleo- 
margarine one single human being had boon 
injured in health. 


Goorgo (a member of tho committee) con- 


firmed ttat statement by saying thac after 
all tho ovideuco was in tho committee hud 
voted, by a majority of 2 to ], that oloo- 
murgariao was not u, hurtful or injurious 
product. Miller stated in reply to George 
that tho opinion expressed by tho committee 
had reference to pure oleomargarine, not to 
tho stuff generally sold in groceries. He 
said that, perhaps, thoro was not a pound of 
oloomargarino made in America.

u lottur from tho inventor to tbat od'ect, 
and stilting that tho compounds mado hero 
were combinations of oieo, oil, ianl, cotton- 
need oil, and various other things; so that 
it was a double fraud. 


Oleomargarine broke out in the housu 


about tho first thing, Tuesday, when Hatch, 
chairman ot tho agriculture committee, got 
the floor and spoke of tho charges mado by 
Ingalls in the senate, Monday, as something 
unprecedented in the annals of congress. He 
said it had never occurred that a senator in 
his place in tho senate had denounced tho 
chairman of a house comrnitteo, and denied 
in toto Ingalls1 allegations. He [.Hatch] had 
not u penny's interest in a dairy farm, and 
tho whole statement of Ingalls referring to 
him was a tissue of.
